better qualified to speak on past and 
present conditions there, and the proa- 
pects for the future, than Mr, J. 8. 
Dennis, Assistant to the President of 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad, who, 
with other officials of the Department 
of Natural Resourees, is at present in 
Montreal, attending the annual meet- 
ing of that department, 

Mr. Dennis has spent the past 40 
years in the West, in the service of 
the Dominion and Provincial govern- 
ments, the Hudson's Bay Co, and for 
the last 14 years with the Canadian 
Pacific, and during all that time has 
been more or less identified and con- 
nected with immigration and coloniza- 
tion and the development activities of 
the West. 

“The West,” he said, is wonderfully 
prosperous this year as a result of a 
bumper crop—a crop which may well 
be termed a double-crop, with yields 
running all way from 380 to 
bushels of wheat, Never has the West 
made such a record; never have the 
prairfes so demonstrated their fertil- 
ity, and, I may add, never, both from 
our point of view and that of the Em- 
pire, was it so necessary for the West
